Roads on the 11th and 12th of October.

Mr. President, and Gentlemen 
of the Agricultural Society: 

It is with the sincerest pleasure that I have 
accepted your invitation to address you on 
this occasion, 
fied by the regret that you should not have 
given me a longer time for preparation. One 
week is quite too brief notice for one who has 
anything else to do, to think of preparing any 
extended or learned dissertation upon the sci- 
ence of agriculture, or any of its branches. I 
take it for granted, therefore, you do not ex- 


pect or desire from me, on this occasion, un- | 


der the circumstances, any new views upon 
the potato rot, weevils or rust upon your 
wheat, Bommer’s method of preparing com- 
posts, the ploughing of meadows, the raising 
of chickens, the relation of the tariff to the 
growth of wool upon the backs of your Meri- 
nos, or any of the other various, yet interest- 
ing tnatters, the books and the papers are full 
of. The temptation to discuss, at length, such 
affairs, of however great practical importance 
and interest to us all, as farmers, has been ef- 
fectually if not designedly removed by the 
very limited time you have allowed me to 
provide for you an address. Leaving all such 
topics, indeed all topics of a controverted or 


purely scientific nature, as respects any dis- | 


cussion of details, | pass at once to consider- 
ations of a broader and more general interest 
—considerations arising from and affecting 
the present condition of the science of agri- 
culture itself, and the position of him who in 
ignorance or with knowledge, and therefore 
with greater or less interest, dignity and prof- 
it, cultivates it and makes himself known and 
honored or otherwise as a farmer that needs 
or needs not to be ashamed of himself, 

And, gentlemen, especially farmers of Ken- 
nebec, now so far and so honorably known, 
I congratulate you upon the return of this 
your annual festival, this gala-day and com- 
mencement of the people. I hail these exhi- 
bitions, at once so popular and instructive, as 
among the most pleasing and satisfactory 
omens these timnes, above all times, afford, of 
the iucreasing culture, moral and intellectual, 
of the progress in knowledge and happiness 
of the people. God be thanked, the tact, so 
long overlooked and disregarded, and hitherto 
but partially acknowledged, in theory, by any 
nation under the san, except the American, is 
beginning to be practically, gladly, and almost 
universally acknowledged—the fact, I mean, 
that the people exist af all: that they have a 
right to exist, a divine right, as much so as 
any king or priest, ay, and more, that they 
themselves are sovereigns, de jure et de fac- 
to, ot right and in fact, and can and will, if 
they please, take care of themselves, make 
their own laws, appoint their own officers, 
and name their Kings, Ministers or President 
at pleasure, pay avd honor them as their ser- 
vents, not their lords—servants in the noblest 
and divinest sense of the word—such ser- 
vants as the noblest and divinest men pray to 
be, and such only—the people who can con- 
vert, if they choose, and it is to be hoped that 
they will, school houses into colleges, and so 
have their own children, as well as others 
hitherto more privileged, know something, 
ay, know all thinge good for them to know, 
even to the knowledge of Latin and Greek, 
geometry and chemistry, if there is any profit 
in such things, as I am ready to grant there

I pause to congratulate 
you upon it, and the better to prepare you for 
the thought I now so obviously and I trust 
appropriately proceed to present to you this 
day, consecrated, as it is, to the benefit and 
enjoyments of the people. I repeat then, I 
rejoice to meet so many of the people here, 
rejvice to welcome them to the exhibition of 
their intelligence and industry.

Whether the hero of Mon- 
terey and Buena Vista, works with his own 
bands or oversees the work of others, I have 
not been informed. It is pleasing, and matter 
for congratulation, however, that this noble 
science is so strongly commending itself to 
men of cultivated minds, that the labor of the

must in these days be a scientific farmer, i. e., 
iknow what his profession (for such he is 
| benceforth authorized and bound to regard it) 


| renders it necessary for him to know to be 
| most successful and happy in it. Ignorance 
|is no longer bliss, and never was. It is never 
folly to be wise—knowledge is power forev- 
ermore. ‘To be a scientific cultivator of the 
soil, is to work with one’s eyes open and not 
blind, to labor in harmony with and in obedi- 
ence to the laws of nature, and not in igno- 
rance or disregard of them. In the one case, 
intelligence and interest guide the hand, en- 
noble and bless the labor; in the other, inevi- 
tably, more or less drudgery, failure and dis- 
satisfaction attend and perplex the laborer. I 
do not say there are not and may not be, here 
in Kennebec and elsewhere, farmers who ex- 
cel to admiration in their business, and yet 
who know nothing professedly of the books, 
are not professedly learned as geologists, 
chemists or botanists. Still it is none the less 
true, to be in the highest sense successful and 
happy as a farmer, the light of science, the 
knowledge of the why and wherefore, in all 
the various practical operations of the busi- 
ness, must enlighten the mind and direct the 
hand of him who works. The truth is, ev- 
ery successful farmer is and must be scientific, 
whether be knows it or not. He does not 
plant a potato or raise one, sow a grain of 
wheat or reap one, graft an apple tree, churn 
a pound of butter, make cheese, apple sauce, 
or emptings, or any of the thousand other 
things be does, without in every step, from 
beginning to end, following, illustrating, and 
if be chooses, observing with delight, the 
laws of nature in their living beautiful mani- 
festation. And I rejoice to know, in these 
days, the school-master is indeed abroad, and 
the work of universal education is pervading 
all lands, rendering the monopoly of know!l- 
edge as objectionable and impossible as any 
other unjust claim and distinction known and 
too long tolerated in the world. The boy in 
the streets, in our day, might tell wise men of 
a century past, many things they did not 
dream of in their philosophy. 

There is a universal levelling upwards to 
be seen all over the world, in matters of 
knowledge, no less than of political rights. 
It is a radical conservatism going to the root 
of all things, and holding fast and making use 
of what is good, most gratifying to bebold. 
Philosophers and poets, Liebig and Lamar- 
tine, are now the instructors and fellow-labor- 
ers of the people. Liberty, equality and fra- 
ternity are the holy watchwords of our day, 
rendering the republic of letters, the domain 
of science, and the blessings of life accessible 
to all, the birthright and happiness of all.

True, it takes a great many to make a bed, 
but when once the sack is filled, it is a bed for 
life, and is the lightest and softest thing of the 
kind that any one could desire. The husks 
curl up as they dry and never mat down after- 
wards. Moreover, no insects ever lodge in 
them, as vermin do in straw. They are per- 
fectly cleanly; and being of a strong and tough 
texture, they will not wear out for years. 
We regard a good husk bed as cheap at five 
dollars. A young married couple, to the end 
of life, live they ever so long, will have no 
occasion to fill a new underbed, if they once 
have their sacks filled with good, soft, well- 
dried corn-husks. We had all of ours filled 
‘fifteen years ago, and they are this day “as 
good as new.” [Gospel Banner.

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ARRIVAL OF THE HIBERNIA. 





SEVEN DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE- 
[From the Boston Aas of Saturday.) 

The steamship Hibernia, Capt. Stone, ar 
rived yesterday, at three o’clock in the morn- 
ing. “The information which she brings 
interesting, but not generally of a decisive 
character. On the Continent, the aspect of 

olitical affairs is anything but propitious, 
Front is in an alarming state of agitation— 
the Red Republicans are becoming bolder and 
more daring. Austria is convulsed with civil 
war of the most embittered kind. Naples 
and Sicily are at war, and the cities of the 
lust bombarded and wasted. The Carlists are 
threatening civil war in Spain, and the popu- 
lace are turbulent in Berlin. 

ln Eugland, there is an entire dearth of 
domestic and local polities. 

The weather during the week had been un- 
settled. During the early part a good deal 
of rain had fallen; buta variation of the wind 
had brought about a complete change of the 
atmosphere. ‘The harvest is coupletely got 
in, 

in Scotland, the potato crop is still reported 
good, whilst that of Ireland is immensely 
short; the oat crop is, however, good. The 
large supplies which are flowing in from the 
Baltic, and other ports, tend effectually to 
keep down prices. . 

The state of trade and commerce is re- 
ported to have been very quiet during the 
week. Cotton, though very low at previous 
advices, hal undergone another decline of 
one-eighth of a penny per |b., and a general 
dullaess prevails even at that, in all deserip- 
tions, 

The alarm which was at first created by 
the appearance of the cholera in England, has 
sensibly abated. The Registrar-General of 
the metropolis reported thirty additional cases 
only up to Saturday. ‘The general health is 
better this year than in ordinary years. ‘There 
was only one case reported at Birmingbam, At 
Manchester, not a single case had occurred. 
Liverpool had so far escaped the pestilence. 
In the city of Edinburgh, the disease seemed 
to have been rather more prevalent than in 
any other place, whilst the port of Leith had 
escaped, When the whole subject is pro- 
perly regarded, there is nothing to justify any 
degree of alarm. . 

irecanpo, A general anxiety is manifested 
by all ranks and parties in Ireland to second 
the recommedation of the jury of Clonmel, 
to spare the life of Mr. Smith O’ Brien, Other 
convicted men, not allied by rank aad lineage 
to the great aristocracy of Ireland, have not 
received the same consideration at the hands 
of the memorialists. 

The Lord Lieutenant, in reply to the dep- 
utation of the inhabitants of Dublin and its 
vicinity on behalf of Mr. O’ Brien, declined to 
give any direct answer to the memorial, ‘‘be- 
yond the assurance that full weight would 
be given to the recommendation of the highly 
respectable jury which tried him.” The lives 
of the prisoners now stand as hostages for 
the future peace of the country; and we earn- 
estly hope that no untoward event will super- 
vene, to counteract the merciful feelings 
which the Lord Lieutenant, and the Queen’s 
Government, apparentiy entertain. 

The formalities for bringing a writ of error 
have all been complied with by the legal ad- 
visers of Mr. O’Brien; but the official privi- 
lege of granting or refusing the certificate, 
with which the Attorney-General is invested, 
will not be exercised by that officer until after 
his returato Dublin, Itis suggested, with 
Apparent probability, that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral will not disclose his intentions until he has 
conferred upon the subject with the heads of 
the Government. 

Mr, P. O’ Donoghue, after some hours’ de- 
liberation, haz been found guilty, and a re- 
commendation of mercy accorded, in conse- 
quence of his having withdrawn and discon- 
nected himself from his associates previous to 
the attack on Farrinrory. 

The trial of Thomas Francis Meagher com- 
mem:ed on Monday morning, and the interest 
which had subsided at Clonmel, during the 
trials of M’Maous and O'Donoghue, had re- 
vived, 

The Catholic Prelates at Dublin have come 
to certain resolutions, which are highly im- 
portant in one point of view. As a collective 
body, whilst they implore the Government to 
employ for the immediate relief of the poor, 
all the funds at its disposal, and to use all its 
influence to effect such an equitable adjust- 
ment of the relations between landlerd and 
tenant, as shall stimulate an outlay of capital, 
ensure the employment of the able-bodied, 
anit increase the agricultural products of the 
soil; they add this significant declaration,— 
that they deprecate the proposed measure 
of a state provision fur the Catholic Clergy of 
Ireland. 

Feance. The assembly has been occupied 
with the discussion on the constitution, One 
of its articies provides that the Vice President 
of the Republic is elected by the National 
Assembly, on the presentation made by the 
President within the month following his elec- 
tion. In case of the inability of the Presi- 
dent to exercise his functions, the Vice Presi- 
dent replaces him. Should the Presideacy 
become vacant by the decease or resignation 
of the President, or any other cause, the elec- 
tion of a President shall take place within a 
month. 

The Assembly proceeded on the 18th, at 
an extraordinary rate of s with the Con- 
stitution. The articles of the 8th chapter, 
on the judiciary power, from 93 to 105, were 
adopted without discussion, Passing over 
the 9th, 10th, and 11th chapters, which are 
short, the discussion wastuken on the 12th. 
Continuing at this rate the Constitution will 
be voted within a few days. 

A new Reien or Terror Tureateren. 
At no one time since the breaking out of the 
French insurrection in Febraary, bas the 
position of affairs been more critical than at 
present. {n almost every quarter of the conti- 
nent, there are symptoms of the most unsatis- 
factory nature for the continuance of peace. 

The system of agitation by banquets, which 
has just been inaugurated at the Barriere 
Passonniere, is the subject of much alarm. 
The doctrines openly promulgated, and the 
sentiments avowed, can scarcely be conceived. 
The atrocities of the Reiga of Terror, and 
its chief actors and instigators, are now with 
this party the common topics of eulogy. 

While MM. Pierre Leroax, Prudhon, 
Cabet, and Greppo, are busy in the capital, 
their colleague, M. Ledru Rollin, bas started 
for the departments, there to excite the same 
spirit. ‘I'he ancient Mountain, the Republic 
of °93, Robespierre, and the Jacobins, are 
every where inscribed on the flags of these 
reunions, and reverberate in furious shouts 
through their walls. Prince Louis Na 
bas decidedly the best chances for the Presi- 
dency. ‘The Legitimists would vote for bim, 
from hatred to the Republic; and many ef 
the Socialists would give him their vote, in 
expectation that he would be induced to favor 
that party.

the foreign relations of the country, but was 
stopped by exclamations from all parts of the 
Assembly, M. Bastide said that no change 
had taken place in the foreign policy, as he 
still continued Minister of Focchge Affairs.

A letter from Berlin, of the 13th instant, 
states that the Parliamentary majority for 
Gen. Pfuel’s Ministry were increasing. Ber- 
lin wasnot quiet. Demonstrations were daily 
looked for, but against whom none could tell. 
The working people had commenced a regu- 
lar crusade against machinery. On the 12th 
instant, a la body of the laborers em- 
ployed on the branch canal, outside tho Kop- 
nicker Gate, attacked and destroyed the hy- 
draulic machine recently set up at a great ex- 
pense fur the purpose of pumping out the 
water. The result is, that the excavations 
will be flooded, and a great number of men 
thrown out of work, 

Austria, Vienna was comparatively calm 
onthe 8th inst. The military had wholly 
evacuated the town, and were encamped near 
the Belvedere, which commands the immense 
open plain or glacis surrounding the ioner city 
or citadel of Vienna. 

On the 9th, however, the appraach of Jel- 
lachich was announced. He had crossed the 
frontiers near Bruck on the Leitha, and on 
the following day, at the head of two thousand 
of his advanced guard, and followed by thir- 
teen thousand Szerechaner, he entered Sim- 
mering, a large village on the outskirts of the 
faubourgs. Fifteen thousand Magyars have 
embarked at Presburg, to throw themselves 
into Vienna —_ distance is eight hours by 
the river). ational guards from Brun, Ba- 
den, Boslau, and the neighborhood, poured 
into the city; the wagons, with ammunition, 
sent by Wina.schratz have been stopped. 

Subsequent advices have brought the im- 
portant intelligence that Jellachich and his 
Croats have retired fromthe Wiener Berg 
towards Styra, and Auersperg bas abandoned 
his position on the Belvedere and the Schwart- 
zenberg Garden. The former had reached 
Neustadt. The latter bad gone to Enzers- 
dorf. Thus a complete separation is made 
between the Austrian force and the troops of 
Jellachich. 

A deputation having been sent to Count 
Auersperg, with a view to induce him to re- 
tire, received for answer that he had taken no 
threatening position, but only effected the 
concentration of bis troops for safety’s sake. 
At the same time he expressed himself under 
the impossibility of complying with the wishes 
of the Diet with regard to his retirement, 
adding that he had no hostile intention in 
view, and that be wished particular attention 
to be exercised in getting provisions, in order 
that his soldiers might not have to seek them 
in person, 

A deputation which had also gone to Jel- 
lachich brought a written reply. The object 
of bis murch was, said his note, such an one 
as should be held in view by a servant of the 
state and asoklier, Inthe former capacity he 
was bound to proceed against anarchy; as a 
soldier, the thunder of cannon told him which 
way to go. Hisduty wasto uphold the mon- 
archy. His troops would give receipts for 
what they got, and their maintenance woul 
he at nohody’s charge. He was not followed 
|by Hungarian troops, and when he was on 
Austrian ground be knew of none other than 
Austrian troops. If he was attacked he would 
repel force by force. 

Despatches were read in the sitting of the 
National Assembly, on the 14th, when Auers- 
perg is stated to have ordered the Ban to re- 
tire. Windischgratz was still at Brun by the 
last accounts, and offers of adhesion had ar- 
rived from Olmutz, and other Moravian 
towns, to the Diet. Reinforcements had also 
come from Salzburg and the Austrian towns. 
We are glad to learn that whatever prospect 
there was of an engagement between the 
Hungarians and Croats, there was no appear- 
ance of Vienna being for the moment serious- 
ly menaced. No hostilities had then taken 
place en the 14th; but as the Hungarians were 
within eight miles of the city, and the Diet 
had refused to accede to the demands of the 
Ban, we may shortly expect to hear of a bat- 
tle. 

A letter from Pesth, dated Oct. 4, says:— 
“The Provisional Government, which is in- 
vested with unlimited power, which acts uo- 
der the title of committee for the defence of 
the country, has added to its number several 
members of the extreme left. ‘The name of 
Provisional Government or dictatorship, has 
not yet heen openly mentioned here, Last 
night about 6,000 peasants, mostly armed with 
scythes, and some also with guns, arrived 
here by Szolnoker railway. Last night the 
Minister General of War, M. Massaros, and 
Gen. Kias, arrived -from the camp. They 
were stopped by the people, and were obliged 
to addregs them from the balcony of the hotel. 

Letter®from Prague, of the 6th instant, in 
the Allgemeine Ocesterreichische Zeitung state 
that the Hungarians garrisoned in Bohemia 
show their syimpathies for the Magyar cause. 
A squadron of them left Schlau in the night 
from the 4th to the 5th inst. en route for Hun- 

ary. Kolneske Zeitung has a letter from 
Prices of the 9th inst., which describes the 
excitement produced in the Czech capital by 
the late events at Vienna. ‘The feeling was 
very strong against the insurgents. 

Advices from Limberg, dated October 5, 
state thatthe Hungarian troops demanded 
loudly to leave the Hungary. They are 
obliged to be confined to barracks, and deser- 
tions were occurring daily. The news from 
Vienna would, no doubt, cause distarbance. 

Iraty. Charles Albert has notified to the 
French and English Government his intention 
of resuming hostilities forthwith in case the 
mediation does not produce immediate results. 
He has received very cool replies from both 
Governments, sufficiently so to cause him to 
hesitate before aguin assuming the offensive. 

The Austrian army, under Radetzky, at 
present consists of 130,000 men, of which 
100,000 are ready to take the field. ‘The ef- 
fective of the Piedmontese army at present 
does not much exceed 40,000 men, 20,000 of 
which are under the command of the Duke 
of Savoy. ‘The field artillery of Radetzky 
amounts to 200 guns; that of Charles Albert 
to only 40. 

A steamer left Naples, on the 2d inst., for 
Messina, with fresh supplies of artillery for 
the Neapolitan troops. 

Letters from Palermo state that the effective 
force in that city is 14,000 men, independently 
of the great camp formed at Noara, and the 
partial camps formed in the provinces, In- 
telligence received from Sicily up to the 3d 
states that the royal are at Melazzo 
and Scaletta; the advanced posts of the Sicil- 
ian army are pasar 6 ipg the royal ones.
